i.  This  Charity  confifts  of  a Prefident, 

Vice-Prefidents,  aTreafurer,  and  Gover- 
nors, who  ffiall  appoint  fuch  officers  and 
fervants  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deem- 
ed necelTary.

Every  perfon  fubfcribing  one  guinea 
per  annum  fhail  be  a governor,  and  en- 
titled to  have  one  patient  on  the  medical 
or  chirurgical  lift  at  a time,  and  one  lying- 
in  patient  in  the  year;  and  every  perfon 
fubfcribing  two  guineas  per  annum  fhail  be 
entitled  to  have  two  patients  on  the  medical 
or  chirurgical  lift  at  a time,  and  two  lying- 
in  patients  in  the  year;  and,  in  cafe  of  a 
greater  fubfcription,  a proportionable  num- 
ber.

All  perfons  fubfcribing  ten  guineas

They  (hall  tajke  into  confideration  all 
matters  refpefting  the  well-conducling  this 
Charity;  and,  if  it  hereafter  appear  necef- 
fary  to  alter  the  prefent  regulations,  or  fub- 
flitute  or  add  new  ones,  they  (hall  report  the 
fame  to  the  next  general  meeting. 

They  (hall'  examine  the  feveral  tradef- 
mens  accounts,  and  order  payment  for  thofe 
which  have  paffed  a due  infpe&ion. 

They  (hall  appoint  twelve  governors  as

HOUSE  VISITORS. 

To  attend  every  day  in  the  hours  of 
bufinefs  at  the  Difpenfary,  to  infpeft  the 
conduct  of  the  officer*  and  fervants ; to  fee 
that  the  patients  behave  with  prop  riety,  and 
in  conformity  to  the  rules  and  orders;  and 
that  the  apartments  are  always  in  order  for 
the  reception  of  the  medical  officers  and 
committee. 


PHYSICIAN. 

Attendance  ftatl  be  given  at  the  Difpen- 
faTy  by  the  phyfician  twice  a week,  at  nine 
©’clock  in  the  morning,  to  write  for  the  out- 
patients: he  fhall  vifit  the  home-patients  at 
their  refpe&ive  places  of  abode  when 
neceffSry,  By  out-patients  are  to  be  under- 
ftood,  fuch  whofe  diforders  do  not  confine 

them;

them;  by  home-patients,  fuch  as  are  abfo- 
lutely  unable  to  attend,  but  who  refide  with- 
in the  following  limits,  viz,  From  London- 
Bridge  to  RatclifF-Crofs,  (by  the  river)  and 
thence  through  Brook- Street,  up  the  New- 
Road,  extending  along  Whitechapel  and 
Houndfditch,  to  Bifhopfgate  Church,  and 
fo  down  Gracechurch-Street  to  the  Bridge. 

Should  indifpofition,  or  any  other  rea- 
fonable  caufe,  prevent  the  phyfician  from 

attending,  he  (hall  appoint  fome  other  phy- 
fician in  his  {lead. 

His  pupils  may  have  liberty  to  attend 
the  patients  of  this  Charity  with  him. 

SURGEON  and  ACCOUCHEUR* 

He  lhall  attend  at  the  Difpenfary  every 
morning  at  nine  o’clock,  if  he  thinks  it  De- 
cenary, but  not  lefs  than  twice  a week,  to 
examine  all  thofe  patients  who  {hall  come 
under  his  care;  he  (hall  vifit  fuch  patients  at 
their  own  houfes,  within  the  diftrifl  of  this 
Difpenfary,  whofe  cafes  render  them  unable 
to  attend.

His  pupils  may  have  liberty  to  attend 
him  at  this  Charity;  but  they  (hall  not  pre- 
fcnbe,  nor  perform  any  operation,  but  by 
his  immediate  dire&ion,  and  in  hispiefence. 

Should  indifpofition,  or  any  other  rea- 
fonable  caufe,  prevent  him  from  attending, 
he  {hall  appoint  in  his  ftead  a Surgeon  of 
the  Corporation  of  Surgeons  of  London  to 
attend  this  Charity. 

That  the  furgeon  and  accoucheur  fhall 
procure  a perfon  or  perfons  qualified  to 
attend  common  cafes. 

APOTHECARY. 

He  fhall  refide  in  the  houfe  to  receive 
letters  of  ^recommendation;  to  compound 
and  difpenfe  the  medicines  prefcribed;  and 
fhall  not  undertake  or  attend  any  bufinefs 
whatfoever  but  that  of  this  Charity.  He 
fhall  be  careful  of  every  thing  appertaining 
to  the  Difpenfary,  and  fee  that  nothing  is 
v/afted,  fpoiled,  or  embezzled;  that  the 
apartments  and  committee-room  are  always

in  order,  fit  for  the  reception  of  the  officers, 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  committee. 

He  fhall  on  no  account  abfent  himfelf  from 
the  houfe,  without  leaving  a note  where 
he  is  to  be  met  with  on  any  emergency;  he 
fhall  not  abfent  himfelf  one  whole  day  or 
night,  without  leave  firft  obtained  from  the 
prefident,  vice-prefidents,  treafurer,  month- 
ly committee,  or  one  of  the  houfe-vifitors; 
in  which  cafe  he  fhall  provide  another 
apothecary  to  do  the  bufinefs  for  him, 
and  that  with  the  approbation  of  the  perfon 
or  perfons  who  granted  fuch  leave  of 
abfence. 

He  (hall  examine  the  rights  of  the  letters 
of  recommendation,  and  keep  regular  books, 
with  a regifter  of  the  patients  under  cure, 
their  time  of  admiffion,  by  whom  recom- 
mended, and  when  difcharged, 

SECRETARY. 

He  fhall  perfonallv  attend  all  meetings 
and  committees,  at  the  appointed  hours,

The  proceedings  of  this  Charity  he  fhall 
keep  accurately  and  methodically,  and  do  all 
the  incidental  bufinefs  requifite,  which  the 
fecretaries  of  other  charities  or  hofpitals  are 
accuffomed  to  do. 

COLLECTOR. 

He  fhall  produce  two  or  more  fecurities, 
for  the  approbation  of  the  monthly  com- 
mittee, who  fhall  be  bound  with  him  in  a 
bond  of  250/.  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  official  duty. 

He  fhall  collea  the  fubfcriptions  to  this 
Charity  regularly,  as  they  become  due, 
under  the  creafurer’s  dircflions,-  to  whom, 
or  to  the  bankers,  he  fhall  pay  them  in  as 
often  as  required,  he  fhall  not  retain  to  the 
amount  of  £0 L.  in  his  poffeffion,  more  than 
feven  days  under  pain  of  being  difcharged. 

He  fhall  fummon  committees,  and  de- 
liver recommendatory  letters  when  he  re- 
receives any  fubfcriptions.

They  'fhall  behave  themfelves  foberly 
and  decently,  and  flriflly  conform  to  fuch 
rules  as  fhall  be  given  them,  or  be  imme- 
diately difmiffcd. 

When  cured,  they  fhall  deliver  up  their 
letters  of  recommendation  to  the  Difpen- 
iary,  and  return  thanks  to  the  governor  who 
recommended  them ; on  ncgleft  of  which, 
they  fhall  not  receive  any  farther  favour 
from  this  Charity. 

Patients,  whofe  diforders  require  only  a 
repetition  of  their  medicines,  mull  fend  for 
them  between  the  hours  of  four  and  fix  in 
the  afternoon.
